Keen when the Spanish flagship was 
shot half a way, her commander, though 
wounded, refused to leave \h e bridge 
till the ship was burning and sinking, 
her stern shattered by a common shell 
and her steam pipe burst. 
As yet there are no further details of 
the fighting. 
After it was over, Com­ 
modore Dewey sent an ultimatum to the 
city battery, ordering it to cease firing 
or he would bombard. 
The Petrel chased a gunboat up the 
river Pasig, and the Spanish captain 
came in a boat to negotiate conditions 
of surrender. 
The American captain 
replied: 
“Unconditional surrender or 
fight,” 
To this the Spaniard answered: "We 
are willing to fight. 
Please allow us to 
•end for am munition because our store 
is exhausted.” 
On a proposal to the existing authori­ 
ties to continue temporarily under the 
American flag, pending the termina­ 
tion of the war, the Spaniards delayed 
their decision and kept wiring to Ma­ 
drid. 
The Americans requested the privi­ 
lege of usick the wire, and when this 
was refused they cu t the cable.
